Lyon of Toronto, the new 
Canadian golf championg has had a 
remarkable career in the world of 
Sport, having won high renown in 
cricket as well as in golfing circles 
a feat which is seldom accomplished, 
for the style of swing required for 
success with the bat is seldom con- 
ducive to profielency with the club.
